He 
algo suggests that your name not be resubmitted for another year or two -0 
allow more time to elapse following your receipt oi the Presidential Award. 
Finally, he suggests that Dick Helms’ same be resubmitted if more can fe 
said about the type and caliber of his work. 


As you know, Mr. Helms has been nominated for «he 

National Civil Service League Award. I understand that we probably will not 
know the outcome of this nomination until after the period for nominating 
candidates for the Rockefeller Award has been closed. Therefore, Mr. van 
de Velde's letter, among other things, peses the question of whether we wis 
to have Mr. Helms in nomination for two awards. It seems obvious from 
Mr. van de Velde's letter that they would not give Mr. Helms the Rockefeller 
, Award if he has already received the NCSL Award, which we all hope wil) be 
the case. Therefore, I think that we should defer Mr. Helmae’ nominatior 

for another year and explain to Mr. van de Velde why we are doing so. 


I see no reeson why we couldn't make a good case 
for Ray Cline. You recall that [ nominated Dr. Tietjen earlier and, while 
I think he is very deserving, I imagine that we could make a much stronger 
case for Mr. Cline.

As you 
know, I have suggested that John Tietjen be nominated for the Rockefeller 
Award. This nomination was submitted in a memorandum dated 12 November 
to the DDCI from the D/Pers. I still feel that Dr. Tietjen is a good candidate 
for this award and recommend your approval. I recommend that we let Mr. 
Helms' nomination for the NCSL award stand and that we consider Ray Cline 
for the NCSL award next year.

(off the record) that Mr. Kirkpatrick's folder was set aside 
last year for possible future consideration, but was not cor- 
sidered last year because of the fact that he had just received 
a Presidential Award, This does not mean that he cannot be < 
considered again, but I would think that prabebly another year * 
or two should elapse before his name is resubmitted. eB

year by the Committee once more, particular iy if now thet hs 
activities are mere public more can be said about the type 
and caliber of his work. You may apt be aware of it, but 
several of our awardees in the recent past nave been pecris who 
have been nominated to the Selection Cesmittee more than ona 
in the years preceding that of their award.
